decision of Federal Judge R, W Tay- 
er, Pell Telephone interests are per- 
mitted to take over business of local 
elephone exchanges, despite ninety - 
nine-year contracts made by these ex- 
changes with the United States Tele- 
phone Company, the independents' 
ong-distance organization. 


Judge Tayler refused to make per- 


manent an injunction sought by the 
Jnited States Company to restrain 
he Central Union Telephone Com- 
iany and the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company from obtain- 
ng control of independent exchang- 
es, these exchanges having contract- 
ed to connect exclusively with the m- 
lepcndents' 
long-distance 
system 


fudge Tayler held that the independ- 
ents' contract with these exchanges 
wag against public policy and in re- 
straint of trade. 
The Bell officers 


nsist this decision means the death 
of the independent telephone move- 
ment, saying it depends on long-dis- 
auce connections.
